1. Suggested Methods in the Use of Magazines 


1. Attract attention to an interesting article, 
story, or even joke in a magazine, by mention- 
ing it to an individual, group or class. An in- 
terested student will often read further. 

2. Put new magazines in a conspicuous place. 

3. Librarian or students list usable topics in 
magazines and give to interested teacher, who 
will then assign students to the article. The 
Hygeia has been successfully used in physical 
education work. In one case a student commit- 
tee listed the topics and references. 

4. Scan the magazine as received, send notes 
to teachers about interesting articles. Many 
teachers do not have time to look at the ma- 
terial, but knowing about the article they will 
use it. 

5. Magazine material on file is very useful 
for debate references. It is well to suggest avail- 
able debate material, especially when refer- 
ence material is limited. 

6. Library exhibits in the Home Room have 
much to be said in their favor. Magazine adver- 
tising may be used to advantage—a list of maga- 
zines, an attractive cover, a definite reference 
to a good magazine, types of magazines, etc. 

7. Give the English class, library class, etc., a 
period for magazine browsing. 

8. Tell a good magazine story to a club or 
class. They will want to read more from that 
magazine. 

9. Mimeograph pages from Reader’s Guide to 
help teach its use. Good examples may then be 
secured to teach certain facts effectively. 

10. Magazine committee—assign to students 
from club or elective group certain magazines 
for review. 

11. Post monthly annotated list of magazine 
articles on the bulletin board or near the current 
magazines. This may be for teachers or for 
students. 

12. Clip some magazine for picture and pam- 
phlet file. Example: Saturday Evening Post often 
has very good articles for the pamphlet file. 

13. Make annotated lists of magazines for dis- 
tribution to students, to school clubs, to classes 
of special interest. Example: hobbies, aviation, 
drama, magazines interesting to science classes, 
to Red Cross club. 

14. Binding—Bind only those that are used to 
most advantage in your own school. 

15. No magazines should be subscribed to un- 
less the librarian can sell it to the teachers and 
to the students. What may be useful in one 
school, might be a complete waste in another. 
Taxpayers are demanding justification for all 
money spent. Librarians should be prepared to 
meet this demand.
